The players sre sll good ones,
both in fielding and batting, and without
doubt they are up to championship form,
But the very faet that Boston is such an

unosuslly strong team proves that
we have at Pittaborg A4 tsam
of the first-class order. This

can be proven by comparison, for during this
week the home team has shown as good form
as the Boston. Ol course, Boston has been on
&n average considerably stronger, but at times
the local players have played just as well as
Boston can play. Iln Thorsday's game, for in-
stance, bad the ¢lement called luck not been
cutirely on the side of the big people the home
players would have won, Howerer, I don’t for
s moment suppose that Pittsburg will finish
ahead of Boston, but ] am not by any means
eertain of Boston's keeping in the van until the
end of th®race.

So far, however, the
aemands of tha players have not been definite-
iy stated. Itseems that they have only made
ageneral satement regarding the classifiea-
tion rule and the resorve rule. Of course, we
all know that the players are strongly op
to both the graded salary plan amd the
reserve rule. These two questions will, doubi.
less, be thoroughly discusesd at
mufrrﬁuuwhel:m the Imn:uub:::’d the play-
ers, and while the magnates may isposed to
modify or change the present classification
rule, it spems safe to predict that the reserve
rule will stand. From a sentimental standpoint
the reserve rule looks extremely oppressive and
tyrannical, but in reality it i not so bad as it
iooks. Certainly when It §s com to the

rinciples of slavery the players havs the pab-

jesympathy, but the comparison I8 not alto-
gether a true one. ] would ke to know how
the Leagoe and Association would get along
witbout a reserve rule, and this is the erper
business way of looking at the matter, ‘¢ can
all find fanits and flaws in almost any rule, but
it i= pot so easy o make an improvewenst on
thiat which we demn. This to be the
cuase with the reserve rale; at any rate it seems
that to abolish this rule would mean the col-
lapse of the Leagrue.  There are many things in
jife that are not fortable, but ciren noees
cowpel us io tolerate them until we can replace
thew with something better.

The question, from & pugiistic point of view,
is an inter=sting and not very easy one to de-
cide. My oplnion, of course, may not be shared
by others who are as well able to ju
as I am. However, I have always held
the opinion that Jem Mace was the best
middle-weight that ever lived. I am aware that
s very high authority claiws that Tom Belcher
was his equal and probably his superior in box-
ing. True It is that Belcher defeated some
very good men and was only beaten once him-
self, but e was not defeated on his merits,
Still 1 am nclined to the opinivn that Mace
should be awarded the palm. Taking Mace as
the standard we do not seem to have a first-
cluss muddle-weight to-day, How long would a
inun like the “Marine” bave stood up against
Mace when the latter was at his t? The
Marine would soon bave been blinded and
knocked out, Yet it took Dempsey a consider-
able time to finish the Marine. By this mode of
ressoning it seems that Dempsey is not first
class by any means. At any rate Mace, in his
best day, was [ar superior to any middle-weight
now living. Amid ail the new methods of box-
ing that have sprang up lately Mace's siyle has
not been improved on and 1 dor't think it will,

FROM HEANQUARTERS.

President Young's Lernter That He SBent to
the Clabs.

WASHINGTON, June 2—Up to the present
writing there has been considerable curiosity
expressed as to the text of the communication
which the Brotherhood addressed to the Presi-
dent of the League several weeksago. Presi-
dent Young declined to make any statement on
the subject until the substance of communica-
tion was given out slsewhere.

The following Is the text of the letter which
Mr. Young sent to the members of his League:

“I am in receipt of a communication from a
committes of the Ball Players' Brotherhood, of
which the following s a copy: At a meeting of
the League and the Brotherhood commitiees in
1887, the former agreed for the League that
piayers should not be reserved at areduction of
sulary. Iu pursuance of this agreement the new
contract was made to read that the players
eould not be reserved nt a sklary less than that
mentioned in par, 20 of the contract, the under-
standing being that the full sialary would be in-

rted. Thislast, the League afterward claimed
to be unable to do, because of the refusal of the
American Assogintion to ngreo to the repeal of
the absolute 000 limit ruie; but this new rule
conld not have Interfered In any way with jta
fulfiliment of tho agreement itself not to re-
serve at a reduction of salary.

“In the a{sﬂmdnn of tlie classification
scheme, the League has violated its promise by
holding men at a reduced salary, £ the an.
nual meeting of the representativa body of the
Brotherhood, It was resolved to insist npon a
fultiliment by the Loague of Its agreement,
und to respectfully, but firmly, ask that justics
be done in the cases of those members who
have been injured by this default.” The com-
mittea also protests against “the evils of the
nlels sysiem.”
